WASHINGTON, June 28. — Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd, in a report 
to Secretary of the Navy Adams to- 
day from Little America, Antarc- 
tica, stated that the aviation expedi- 
tion which he heads has seen at 
jeast 20,000 square miles of hitherto 
unknown Antarctic areas.

Effects of Summer Melting. 


Adjacent to the mountains, and 
especially those which have the 
largest rock masses, considerable 
melting of the snow takes place 
during the Summer months. As a4 
result, in many places the lower 
mountain slopes are encased within 
a thin rind of white to blue ice. 

Slightly further removed from 
the mountains the snow seems to 
thaw to a slushy mass, which at 
the time of our journey there in 


March was frozen into a white 
snow-ice mass. . 
There is indication that during 


the warmer months ponds of wat- 
er collect in some of the depres- 
sions on this slushy surface and 
with increasing cold stand out in 
contrast to their white surround- 
ings on account of the blue color 
of the ice they form. 

The mountains are largely com- 
posed of granites and a cursory 
examination of the specimens col- 
lected suggests that they are pre- 
Cambrian, and therefore not allied 
with mountains that lie west of the 
Ross Barrier, but are probably of 
the same origin as the Alexandra 
Mountains. 

There is no movement of the ice 
and snow around the mountains 
and no evidence of glaciation. A 
few miles to the eastward of the 
mountains, however, there is an 
extensive plateau crevassed and ir- 
regular, indicating movement of 
the snow and ice over land. 


Two Majestic Peaks to the East. 


On Feb. 18, 1929, another new 
mountain range was discovered to 
the eastward of the Rockefeller 
Range. On the next flight this 
range was photographed from the 
Stars and Stripes from a height of 
6,000 feet. 





On March 8, 1929, Prefessor 
Gould, while at the Rockefeller 
Mountains at latitude 78 degrees 
9 minutes 5 seconds south and 
longitude 154 degrees 27 minutes, 
saw a high peak of this range. 


From this point the peak bore 58 
degrees true from north and a tri- 
angulation indicated it to be about 
seventy miles from the point. 

However, on account of peculiar 
conditions of mirage that at times 
exist here, this distance may be in 
error.

This peak, as yet unnamed, has a 
majestic appearance, resembling the 
Matterhorn, and !s probably over 
5.000 feet in height.

To Survey Snow-Covered Land.

10,000 ARE HOMELESS 
IN INDIAN FLOODS 


Villages Are Swept Away and 
All Commanications Are Cat— 
$1,000,000 Damages Seen. 


AKYAB, India, June 28 Total 
damage estimated at nearly $1,000,- 
000 has been done by floods resulting 
from torrential rains which have 
swept away several villages. An of- 
ficial summary today said there had 
been disastrous effects in the town- 
ships of Kyauktam and Myohaung, 
one of the most thickly populated 
and prosperous areas in this district, 
and in the Arakan Hill district. 

The flooded area covers 10,000 acres 
and between 10,000 and 15,000 fam 
ilies have lost everything, including 
all food and seed grain.

NEXT ARMS STEP DISCUSSED. 


Naval Powers Consider Whether 
Experts or Civilians Confer First.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The 
next step to be taken in the effort 
to bring about further limitation or 
actual reduction of naval armaments 
will be a decision by the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan as to whether there first 
shall be a meeting of naval experts 
of all five powers or a prior meeting 
of civilian officials to determine the 
| Scope and character of a formal 
naval armament conference. Either 
meeting would be of a preliminary 
character and would not be intended 
to bring about any formal agree- 
ment for armament limitation. 

The United States Government, at 
least, has decided to go slow in 
furthering the effort which it hopes 
will lead to a new treaty for curtail- 
ing sea power. President Hoover, 
who is directing the movement for a 
formal conference, obviously intends 
to make sure of his ground before 
an actual attempt to negotiate a 
treaty is undertaken. 


1927 Failure Arouses Caution. 


The immediate aim of the present 
diplomatic conversations in London 
take a forward step in the

Incident to the conversations in 
progress in London is the question of 
whether any formal naval conference 
should be confined to the two cate- 
gories of capital ships and cruisers 
or solely to cruisers or whether the 
door to disarmament should _ be 
thrown wide open and the negotia- 
tions left free to undertake limita- 
tion or reduction of all classes of 
fighting craft, capital ships, cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. But the 
immediate question for determination 
is whether there should first be a 
meeting of the yardstick technicians 
or whether exchanges between ci- 


vilian officials shall precede the 
yardstick exchanges. 
The conversations are proceeding 


in such a satisfactory way that the 
calling of a separate five-power arma- 
ment conference in the compara- 
tively near future, with from three 
to seven months estimated as the 
period, seems to be forecast. 


Envoys Likely to Begin Work. 

It is likely that if an agreement

OPPOSITION BEGINS TO RISE 


Talk of “Pressure Politics’ Comes 


From Tories and Liberals Tired 
of Good-Will Amenities.

LONDON, June 28,.—Already there 
is talk of ‘‘pressure politics’ on the 
part of those who want too much 
from the new British Labor Govern- 
ment and want it all at once. But 
it is premature. There is more talk 
than pressure, due to the haste ot 
the Opposition press and politicians, 
who, apparently, are a bit weaw of 
the long-drawn-out good-will ameni- 


ties following the Labor election 
three weeks ago and think it is al 
most time for the troubles of the 
MacDonald Ministry to begin. 

But so far there has been no oppor- 
tunity for the new government to 
really function, and therefore no 
legitimate ground for criticism yet 
This, the first week of the new 
Pailiament, has been devoted en 
tirely to the routine ceremonies of 
organizing and swearing in the 
members, with no new legislation 
whatever. 


Policies to Be Outlined Tuesday. 
The outlining of governmental poli- 


, 


cies and legislative programs is 
reserved for the King’s speech 
which will be read to Parliament 
next Tuesday. That will give the 


opposition their first real excuse for 
adopting a critical attitude toward 
the new government, but there is no 
chance whatever that the speech wil! 
be made the occasion for an actual 
attack with the view of abetting the 
government by a vote of lack of con- 
fidence. 

The King’s speech also will serve 
to postpone criticism from Mr. Mac- 
Donald’s own party and check, for 
the time being at least, whatever 
faultfinding already has begun. It 
gives the government another chance 
to reassure the various elements of 
the Labor party that the issues they 


are interested in are close to the 
heart of the ministry and will be 
attended to in their turn. 

The King’s speech, which always 


is prepared by the Prime Minister 
and his Cabinet, is in realitv a sort 
of exalted campaign speech after the 
fight at the polls is over and before 
the real fight to make good begins 


| It may be, and usually is, as full of 
| promises or implied promises as the 


platform utterances of the most elo- 
quent party leader ever elected It 
is something like the President 
message to Congress, with the nota- 
ble difference that much more dead- 
ly use of it may be made against the 
authors of it by the Legislature to 
which it is delivered. 

There will be no serious criticism 
of the speech on the score of its 
international phases. All parties are 
ready to support Mr. MacDonald to 
the hilt on his navai reduction nego- 
tiations with the United States, and 
not even the Tories are really worried 
about his proposal to recognize Rus 
sia and commit England to the op 
tional clause of the World Court 
statutes. 

It is on domestic issues that the 
Prime Minister faces the greatest 
difficulties and in regard to which 
there will be ‘‘pressure politics’ as 
the parliamentary situation develops 
These troubles are more likely to 
arise from jealousies and disappoint- 
ments within Mr. MacDonald's own 
party than from the opposition of 
Conservatives and Liberals. 

There is a perfectly natural feeling 
on the part of powerful trade union 
forces that the Labor party grew 
out of them and owes its present ex- 
istence and political success to them 
They demand their reward. Mr. Mac- 
Donald's hardest task is going to be 
to satisfy trade unionism, with which 
he is in full sympathy, and at the 
fame time convince Britain as a 
whole that the Labor party has at 
last become a great national party 
and is no longer merely a political 
organization representing a special 


group. 
Posts for Ex-Liberals Resented. 


A lesser difficulty will be taking 
care of the resentment of individuals 
who think their years of hard work 
in developing trade union strength 
is not sufficiently recognized when 
the political victory comes. It is 
true many places in the present gov- 
ernment are held by trade union 
men, but there are party workers 
who think the whole. government

| should be administered by labor men 
| They 


resent the fact that half a 
dozen important posts have been 
given to former Liberals, who only 
recently were converted to labor. 
These labor men are more bitter 
about the recent appointment of At- 
torney General Jowitt than are the 
Liberals whom Mr. Jowitt deserted 
a week after they had elected him. 

It is quite likely that the problem 
created by the demands of the coal 
miners for the return of the seven- 
hour day in place of the present 
eight hours fixed by the last govern- 
ment may be solved by being trans- 
formed from a question of hours to 
one of wages That is the hope of 
Mr. MacDonald, who already has 
conferred with miners and now in- 
tends to see the mine owners The 
owners have evidence of their own 
improved conditions in that there has 
been more work under the eight-hour 
system than before due to industry's 
progress in regaining export trade. 
If the miners are convinced the re- 
turning prosperity of the mines Is 
due to the eight-hour day they may 
change their demand for seven hours 
to a demand for a share in that 
prosperity by means of an increase 
in wages. 

In any event. no coal strike is 
likely to add to the difficulties of the 
new government at the outset of its 
career. On the other hand, Mr. Mac- 
Donald cannot yield to any pressure 
within his own party to nationalize 
the mines, for that would be the sig- 
nal for a combination of Tories and 
Liberals against him in Parliament 
with inevitable defeat on a vital is- 
sue, which the government could not 
survive ; 

The Labor party’s effort to get rid 
of Mr. Baldwin's partial protective 
system, in which Mr. MacDonald 
would have the support of all Liberal 
members, is likely to be gradual. All 
so-called safeguarding duties imposed 
by the last government are for a 
limited term. Instead of repeating 
them forthwith the government plan 
probably is to let them run their al- 
lotted {ime and then refuse to re- 
enact them. The first of these duties 
to expire is that on lace, which ends 
next April s 

The McKenna duties now In force 
are fixed for indefinite periods, but 
it will be simpler to abolish them by 


means of the next budget in April 
than by immediate repeal. Philip 
Snowden. the new Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, would get rid of all

‘SILENCE CONSPIRACY’

Wreck Commissioner Remarks on 
It in London in Regard to 
Ship’s Stability.

Test Shows Denver Altitade 
Will Not Affect Men in Meet 


Athletes who have feared that 
the altitude of 5,280 feet at Den- 
ver, Col., where the National A. 
A.,U. track and field champion- 
ships are to be held next Wed- 
nesday, Thursday and Friday, 
would affect their capacity for 
strain and endurance, were as- 
sured yesterday by A. A. U. offi- 
cials here that their worries are 
groundless. A scientific test con- 
ducted by Dr. Edward C. Schnei- 
der, head of the department of 
biology at Wesleyan University, 
Middleton, Conn., has disclosed 
that well-trained athletes are not 
affected by altitude changes up 
to 8,000 feet. Tests up to 14,000 
feet were made before this con- 
clusion was reached. In the case 
of long-distance runners there 
may be a slight reduction in their 
time compared with that attained 
at sea level if they have been ac- 
climatized at sea level, the report 
says.

"CANAL ZONE ORDER 


| Governor Burgess Annoances T hat 
Commissaries Will Continue 
to Bay in Panama. 


Special Cable to Tue New Yore Trores, 

| BALBOA, June 28.—Colonel Harry 
Burgess, Governor of the Panama 
Canal Zone, who returned from 
| Washington Thursday, gave out a 
Statement today concerning the sale 
of foods at the canal commissaries. 

“The principal purpose of my visit 
to Washington was to discuss with 
the Secretary of War an order in 
which he had proposed to limit the 
purchase of food products for sale in 
the canal commissaries 
grown in the United States,’’ Colonel 
Burgess said. 

He explained that a strict interpre- 
tation of this order would prevent 
the purchase of cattle and native 
products of the Republic of Panama 
and fresh supplies from neighboring 
countries, 

Secretary Good explained, Colonel 
Burgess said, that it was not his in- 
tention to bar such purchases and 
that he did not want to increase the 
living costs of canal workers, whose 
pay is based on the cheap food ob- 
tainable at the canal. 


Secretary Good added, Colonel 
Burgess said, that he desired the 
canal commissaries to purchase 


products grown in the United States 
when the United States is producing 
a surplus of such products. 

That this would contribute ma- 
terially to farm relief is not consid- 
| ered likely, as the total purchases of 
;the commissaries amount to less 
than $10,000,000 a year, of which al- 
most $7,000,000 is expended in the 
United States. 

The purchases in Panama have 
been largely cattle and native food 
products, and they amount to less 
than $500,000 yearly, but this is a 
considerable item for Panama, which 
has complained of the competition of 
the commissaries and would complain 
more if it lost this trade. 

The total purchases of the com- 
missaries in Latin-American coun- 
tries are less than $1,000,000 yearly, 
and in Europe and the Orient about 
$1,000,000. 

The commissaries sell to employes 
of the canal, to the army and navy 
and to ships using the canal.

“DR. WANG DEMANDS 


CHINESE AUTONOMY 


Minister of Justice Says That 
Nation Will Insist on End of 
Extraterritoriality. 


ASKS AMERICA TO LEAD 


Intimates Time Is Ripe to Make a 
New Treaty —Asserts Revised 


Law Code Is Nearly Complete. 


China will insis’ ‘‘on early and full 
abandonment” of extra-territoriality 
in that country by all the powers, 
including the United States, Dr. 
Wang Chung-huli, Minister of Justice 
in the Chinese National Government, 
said in a statement issued yesterday 
through the office of the Chinese 
Consul General here. The statement 
contained an intimation that China 
will act shortly in the matter of 
making a new treaty with the United 
States 

Dr. Wang, who arrived here from 
Nanking on Thursday evening just a 
few hours before departing for 
Europe to attend the annual session 
of the World Court at The Hague, 
said that his government will soon 
be in a position to assert that all 


reasonable requirements contem- 


plated under the Washington agree- 
nent have been met, and that ‘‘we 
will ask those powers that have not 
already made new treaties to give up 
extraterritoriality.’ 
From comments that are pub-

There are far more Chinese living 
in foreign countries than there are 
foreigners living in China, yet we 
would not dream of asking, as a 
quid pro quo in equity between na- 
tions and peoples, that the laws of 
those countries ought to be revised 
in their application to the Chinese 
living there. Neither is it possible tu 
have one atandard of justice in 
China for the Chinese apd another 
standard for foreigners there. 

In asserting that the time has 
come for all the Powers to remove 
this restraint on China's sovereign 
authority within our own land, and 
that we are ready for the change, I 
do not mean that henceforth there 
will be no grounds for complaint 
about the application of our laws 
and the decisions of our courts re- 
arding foreigners there Nor will 
we be able entirely to suppress 

mes, some of which, no doubt, 
will involve foreigners, but I have 
heard of failures to enforce laws 
even in America and also of failures 
to suppress crimes and punish 
criminals here I merely say that 
we will do the best we can and I 
am convinced, from a long study of 
the matter, that foreigners in China 
and foreign business there will get 
along as well, probably even better, 
without extraterritoriality as they, 
have done under that status.” 

Dr. Wang said that “‘the Chinese

POONA, India, June 29 (Canadian 
Press The standing committee of; 
the Chamber of Princes presented 
today to Lord Irwin, Viceroy of In- 
dia, on the eve of his departure for 
England on leave, an informal ex- 
pression of their opigions on the rec- 
ommendations of the RBRutler Commit- 
tee on Relations between the native | 
States and British India. 

While expressing some satisfaction | 
with the findings of the committee, 
drawn up at a conference at Bombay 
of representatives of the sixty In- 
dian States, the Princes were dis- 
satisfied with the commission's fail- 
ure to place on a definite basis the 
Crown's rights in regard to the 
States, as opposed to a discetionary 
basis 

The Princes also expressed dissat- 
isfaction with the Butler committee's 
assertion that interjection of the 
paramount power of the Crown may 
be invoked on the grounds of impe- 
rial necessity and also with the com- 
mittee’s omission of recommenda- 
tions that the existing machinery 
may be made effective for the pur- 
pose of deciding matters such as the! 
internal autonomy of the States and 
disputes between the States and 
British India, or between the States 
themselves 

These disagreements are considered 
generally of no great significance, 
since the Chamber of Princes some 
weeks ago placed itself on record as 
loyally attached to the Crown and as, 
deprecating the activities of the In-| 
dian Nationalist leaders whom they 
believed were aiming at weakening 
British connection.

LIENS LAW CHANGE 


National Convention Asks Haz- 
ard to Property Owner in 
Mechanics’ Liens Be Reduced. 


LABOR'’S GAIN IS NOTED 


Higher Intelligence Seen by Profes- 
sor Callan of Harvard—Officers 
Elected.

BOSTON, June 28.—A demand for 
changes in the mechanics liens laws 
in favor of the property owner, elec- 
tion of officers, an address on the 
effect of the industrial trend on the 
level of intelligence in the United 
States and an appeal for support to 
reclamation projects in farm com- 
munities marked the closing sessions 
of the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards here today. 

Leonard P. Reaume of Detroit 
was elected president of the associa- 
tion and Earle G. Krumrine of Chi- 
cago secretary. 

The following report on mechanics 
Mens was unanimousiy adopted: 

‘Mechanics lien laws obtain in 
this country only by virtue of stat- 
utory law. Originally the only 
liens recognized in such laws were 
for labor. Later, due principally to 
the fact that there was no contrac- 
tual relation existing between the 
person furnishing materials and the 
owner of the property being erected 
or improved, the provisions of such 
laws were extended generally to 
cover materials. Such laws have 
become so broad, comprehensive and 
complicated as to be burdensome 
and to work hardship upon property 
owners. : f 

“Tt commonly is provided in these 
laws that if the owner does not com- 
ply with certain prescribed procedure, 
or if he makes payments to the con- 
tractor after notice of liens, he may |

“By reason of the modern credit

Higher Intelligence Noted. 


Professor John Gurney Callan of 
the Graduate School of Business Ad- 
ministration, Harvard University, 
speaking before the Industrial Prop- 
erty Division, said that the establish- 
ment and movement of manufactur- 
ing plants is a part of the growth 
and movement of the population 

“Another interesting drift arises 
from the enormous distribution of 
automobiles among people of small 
means,’’ he said. “‘This has de- 
veloped a growing ubiquitousness of 
mind. 

‘‘Most important of all, the general 
level of intelligence and education 
of the working people has advanced 
materially in late years, and par- 
ticularly since the war, and class 
lines in thinking and in contacts 
have been broken down by and since 
the war in a marked degree, Both 
workers and unions show a growing 
appreciation of the fact that true 
advances in the scale of living must 
come out of increased production, 
and a growing confidence that they 
will receive their share of the bene- 
fit, and this has led to a better atti- 
tude toward means that increase 
production.’’ 

Dr. Elwood Mead, United States 
Commissioner of Reclamation, speak- 
ing before the Farm Lands Division, 
declared that “‘rural reconstruction is 
a problem that transcends the power 
of the individual family,’’ and urged 
that organized aid be extended to this 
work. 

Dr. Mead outlined plans for a sur- 
vey of the areas under consideration 
for reclamation to determine the 
kind of agriculture to which it is 
adapted and for arrangement for 
marketing to enable the communities 
to function as Jarge industries func- 


tion. He cited the successful project 
of Hugh McRae of Wifmington, 
N. C., where wor-out cotton land 


was divided into twenty-acre farms 
and now has yielded $75,000 to the 
farmers. 

Marland H. Allen, Chicago econ- 
omist, told the mortgage and finance 
division that the building industry is 
an important factor in national pros- 
perity. 

Among other speakers in today’s 
Sessions were Benjamin F. Bills of 
Chicago, Captain Henry Wolfson of 


New York and George Hanauer, 
president of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad.

William J. Donovan Tells Penn- 
sylvania Bar Members Indus- 
trial Court Is Needed. 


WOULD PROTECT BUSINESS 


Decision That Combination Plan Is 
Lega! Would Make It Immune 
From Prosecution.

BEDFORD SPRINGS, Pa., June 
28.—_An industrial court to render 
final decisions as to whether or not 
proposed trade combinations are 
legal was suggested by William J 
Donovan, former Assistant Attorney 
General, in an address before the 
Pennsylvania Bar Association today 

Mr. Donovan's suggestion was 
hailed as particularly significant, be- 
|/eause it came from a former prose- 





cutor of ‘‘trusts’’ and at a time when | 


there is an increasing number of 


huge business mergers. 
He said he had in mind the con- 
tinued protection of the public from 


combinations inimical to their inter- 
est, but that he also sought to relieve 
honest business from the anxiety of 
not knowing whether the completion 
of projected reorganizations would 
bring governmental prosecution. 

This, he said, was a problem that 
the Coolidge Administration, under 
which Mr. Donovan served, made ef- 
fort to alleviate by having the De- 
partment of Justice give informal 
opinions on projects presented for its 
approval. The opinions, however, 
were not sanctioned in law, and busi 
ness men had no guarantee of pro- 
tection from future prosecution 

Mr. Donovan's proposal today em- 
braced the creation of a court in 
which all parties entering into a con 
tract or combination should have the 
right to submit their plan for de- 
termination as to whether it violated 
the anti-trust act. If the approval 
were given, business acts undertaken 
in strict accordance with the ap- 
proved plan would be immune from 
prosecution. Mr. Donovan proposed 
that the endorsement of the project 
by the court should be final unless 
a rehearing within a designated time 
should be requested by the Attorney 
General. 

Seeks Preventive Method. 

“In no way would it weaken the 
Sherman law," he said of his sug 
gestion, ‘‘and yet it would provide a 
test which the honest business man 
could regard with confidence when 
he had in view the acquiring of the 
property ofa competitor. This court 
would constitute a tribunal where in 
@ concrete case definite application 
of the rule of public policy could be 
applied. 

“The confusion which now exists 
in the minds of cautious business 
men and may often result in pre 
venting constructive benefit to the 
public would be avoided. At the 
same time this court could be used 
as an immediate deterrent to those 
who would attempt to exploit the 
public by evasion of the law.”’ 

The Sherman act. he said, was 
more a definition of a common law 
policy than a criminal statute and 
should be carried into effect through 
‘‘some preventive method that would 
arrest the evil before it could work 
harm.” 

The creation of the Federal Trade 
Commisison was directed toward ob- 
taining better enforcement of the 
anti-trust laws, he pointed out, but 
offered no remedy to the situation 
he was discussing because the com- 
mission had no authority to advise 
,or give sanction to any proposal of 
consolidation submitted to it 
° “The conclusion then is that the 
experience of the Department of Jus- 
tice denotes it is necessary to set up 
additional machinery in order to 
make more effective the administra 
tion of the law,”’ he said “What 
should that agency be and what 
should be its powers? 

“Certainly it should have no power 
to make terms with monopoly or in 
any way assume control of business. 
But it is believed that it should have 
the authority to make a declaration 
as to the legality of a proposed 
course or agreement It should not 
be part of any existing machinery, 
either of the Department of Justice 
or of the Federal Trade Commis 


sion.”" 


Approval Would Be Final.

function it now has, but in addition:

Foreign Financing Leads. 


As was the case last week, foreign 
financing made up the bulk of the 
new bond offerings this week. Of 
the fotal of $104,835,000 of new bohds 
floated this week, foreign issues ac- 
counted for $86,000,000. Last week 
foreign issues aggregated $85,450,000 
out of total bond offerings of $140,- 
396,000. The foreign flotations dur- 
ing the last fortnight have exceeded 
by a wide margin the total of foreign 
loans marketed here during any simi- 
lar period this year.

ON AGCEPTANCES is 


Strong Demand Brings Short- | 
Term Paper to the Level 
Existing Before May 3. 


MARKET IMPROVED 


BILL 


Effects of Reduction of Reserve aa 


Holdings Absorbed and Money 
Stringency Less Acute. 


As a result of the strong demand, 
bankers’ acceptances which has| 
come into the market in the past 
week, a general reduction of the 
yield rates on bills was put into ef-| 
fect by leading dealers here and in 


Boston. 

Yesterday's reduction in the rates 
brings the discount on 60 to 90 day 
paper down to 5's asked 5%, bid, and 
the rates on 120 to 180 day bills to 
5% asked, 5% bid. This brings the 
short-term paper down to the level 
existing before May 3, when a sur- 
plus of this class of bills caused the 
rates to be raised 

The present rates are on a level 
with those established on April 22, 
except for the longer maturities 
which are now below the figure of 
54\@5's then established. 

The bill market has recently passed 
through an extremely trying period 
brought on by the action of the #ed- 
eral Reserve Bank. Early in the 
year the Reserve began to reduce its 
bill holdings as part of its campaign 
to restrict credit. Week after week 
the big bank's portfolio was allowed 
to run down at the rate of about 
$25,000,000 a week. While the Re- 
serve did not actually sell bills—it 
never does—the effect was the same, 
for instead of renewed purchases to 
offset maturities the Reserve permit- 
ted maturing bills to go unreplaced 


Small Bill Holdings by Reserve. 


Holdings of bills bought in the 
open market for the twelve Federal 
Reserve banks combined are now 
down to the extremely low figure of 
$82,839,000, against $223,432,000 a 
year ago. At the Federal 
Bank of New York, bill 
have sunk to $14,165,000, 
$36,859,000 a year ago. 

The difference between the figures 
for present holdings and those for a 
year ago represents the volume of 
bills formerly held by the Reserve 
which has had to he absorbed by the 
market. This is in addition to the 
natural expansion of tne volume of

creased materially. 
In adjusting the market to this 


larger voiume of bills, dealers have 
also had to contend with the high 
money rates which have prevailed 
here. With call-money rates run- 
ning as high as 20 per cent and 
averaging above 9 per cent, it has 
been difficult to persuade banks 
and institutions to invest heavily 
in bankers’ bills yielding 5'g per cent 
At the same time, dealers them- 
selves have experienced difficulty 
in carrying heavy portfolios of un- 
sold bills, due to the high rates 
charged thern for credit with which 
to carry their holdings.

In the meantime conditions in the 
bill market have improved material- 
lv. The full effects of the reduction 
of Reserve holdings have been ab- 
sorbed and the more acute stage of 
the money stringency has been 
passed. Dealers are now reporting @ 
good demand for bills. principally 
from foreign banks, which are at- 
tracted by the tax-free feature, but 
also from domestic banks and insti- 
tutions.

Dame, president of the North Amer- 
ican, in New Yora on consolidation 
terms. At the Chicago offices of the 
Insull organization the only informa- 
tion available was that the Insull 
prothers were Out of town. 
Consolidation of the Middle West 
Utilities and North American com- 

nies would: unite two chains of 
public utilities operating in nearly 
every State, serving nearly 5,000 
eommunities with a totat population 
of nearly 12,: 500,000, and with prop 
erties of a total value of nearly 
$2,000,000,000. In addition, it would 
result in further community of in- 
terest between the Insull chain, in 
which Middle West Utilities is the 
chief holding company, and _ the 
North American group. 

There already is a tie between the 
Middle West Utilities and North 
American companies Three years 
ago these two groups arranged for a 
jeint purchase of a majority com 
mon stock interest in the North 
American Power and Light Com- 
pany, controlled by the Studebaker 
McKinley group in Illinois. Clement 
Studebaker retained his interest, but 
the deal marked the virtual retire 
ment of former Senator McKinley 
from the public utility field 

Last year Middlewest Utilities ex- 
tended by acquiring the National 
Electric Power Company, which con 
‘trols subsidiaries in New England, 
he Middle Atlantic and the Middle 
Western States. The North Amer- 
ean Company also made several ac- 
wisitions, chiefly of utilities in Cali- 
ornia and the District of Columbia 
The properties of the Middle West 
ttilities Company are roughly 
laced around $900.000,000. The com 
rnany serves about 3,000 communities 
in thirty states, with aggregate 
populations of more than 6,000,000 
Its gross annual operating revenues 
exceed $150,000,000. 

The properties of the North Amer- 
can Company represent about $8&850.- 
0,000, serving about 940 communi 
ties with nearly 6,300,000 aggregate 
population. Its gross earnings are 
shout $136,000.000 a year 

While Middle West Utilities is the 
chief holding company, it is only a 
part of the Insull chain. The larg- 
est individual factors are the Peo- 
ple’s Gas Light and Coke and the 
Commonwealth Edison Companies 
which serve Chicago, and the Public 
Service Company of Northern Illi- 
toils, which operates in adjacent 
territory. However all these com- 
wanies are interconnected to form

I 
want to say frankly that there is not 
the slightest possibility, either now 
or at any other time, that any offer 
will be made to these companies to 
come into the Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration. 

“Contrarily, we believe that the in- 
terest of the air transportation com- 
panies is best served by having a 
large divergency in its ownership so 
friendly support 


that it receives 
from many sources. Neither Mr. 


Hoyt nor I think that transport and 
manufacturing or sales companies 
can be run by the same group of 
executives as they require different 
kinds of training and minds to 
carry on the two types of operations.

Boat Builders Find Docks for 





Pleasure Yachts Bring Large 
Profits to Municipalities. 


NEED HERE CALLED ACUTE 


Private Piers Unable to Provide 
Necessary Facilities, Survey by 


Association Reveals. 





The’ National Association of Engine 
and Boat Manufacturers completed 
yesterday a report on conditions 
along the waterfronts of principal 
cities, the result of a five months’ 
Survey. The report shows that in- 
vestments in improved piers and 
basins for yachts and small craft are 
profitable, but that many cities, in- 
cluding New York and Boston, have 
not shown the interest they should, 


ith attendant inconvenience to boat 
owners. 


The report, which will be dis- 


tributed among the mayors and 
councilmen of all waterside cities of 
the nation, was prepared under the 
direction of Richard R. Blythe, and 
includes material gathered in per- 
sonal surveys in New York, Boston, 
Detrmt, Chicago, Cleveland, Mem- 
phis, New Orleans, Galveston, Hous 
ton, Charleston and Corpus Christi 
Its conclusions condensed are as fol- 
iows 


Yinds Improvements Pay. 


“Millions of dollars will be spent 
throughout the country within the 
next five years by municipalities in- 
terested in improving their water- 
fronts and their contiguous water- 
ways. A great portion of the money 
will be expended in the nature of 
profitable investments to be sup- 
ported by yachtsmen who are to be 
assessed nominal fees for boat stor- 
age and anchorage 

In the metropolitan district of 
New York City the conditions are 
nothing short of primitive There 
are 30,000 pleasure boats in that sec-
